It was also the coldest morn­ 
ing so far in 1960 and equalled 
a low mark for the winter set 
on December 23. The low tem­ 
perature for January and Feb­ 
ruary was 16 degrees above 
zero. Those low readings were 
taken on January 25 and Febru­ 
ary 4. 
This morning's low exceeded 
a mark for the date that had 
stood since a low of ll degrees 
above zero was set here the 
morning of March 7, 1913.

of the experiment, called it prob­ 
ably the world's first successful 
two-way communication with the 
aid of artificial satellites. 
The young “hams” made use of 
a principle known as the Kraus 
effect.

Kraus of Ohio State University 
found that a fast moving body like 
a satellite Daves a wake of ionisa­ 
tion in the ionosphere that may 
spread out IOO miles behind it.

kets and even royal engagements 
it meaas that the public ut ask­ 
ing: 
Is this really a change from 
the 10-year bull market to a bear 
marital? Is it a passing bobble 
caused by traders making a quick 
buck on tile drop as well as on 
the rise7 Or is it a real ground 
swell caused by a change in at­ 
titude of investors? 


The market is used by many 
types of persons. 


There are the chartists. They 
plot the daily ups and downs of; 
selected stocks that make up the 
popular indexes. When the index I 
reaches a certain point they de- \ 
ride that means a bull market is 
under way and they buy. Or the 
index turns down and when it 
reaches 
another 
predetermined 
point they say it means a bear 
market is a sure thing and they 
sell. Ail this influences and ac­ 
cents the price trend. 


Other Kindt 


There are the in-and-out trad­ 
ers They may scoff at the charts 
hut trust to tips and rumors. They 
sell when they think a stock is 
at its top. This may cause gen­ 
eral price weakness. They jump 
in to snap up bargains after a 
price break. This may lead to a 
recovery. 
There are tile big institutional 
stockholders-the 
mutual funds, 
the pension funds, personal hold­ 
ings 
managed by 
trustees, to 
some degree the insurance com­ 
panies. Any switch in sentiment 
by them can have a deep in­ 
fluence on the course of the mar­ 
ket. 
There are the individual 
In­ 
vestors, 
mostly 
with 
relatively 
small holdings They usually fol­ 
low a trend rather than lead it. 
Often they just ride the cycles 
through unless price changes are 
too big to he ignored. 
Along with these type* are the 
millions who own no stock at all 
hut 
get 
nervous 
if a 
market 
break seems to foretell a change 
in general economic climate. 
They have been told today’s 
|conditions are so different from 
1929 that a stock market break 
now can go neither so deep nor 
affect the general economy to so 
great an extent. 
Many times the public has been 
told that the long bull market 
pushed many stocks to heights 
that present or prospective earn 
ings didn’t justify. Still h wor­ 
ries when the inevitable correc­ 
tion comes. 


Won't Brook Many 


For the long-term investor the 
daily ups and downs are only 
paper gains or losses. He has no 
real gain or loss unless he sells 
his stock. He isn’t actually out of 
pocket unless the price he gels 
I w hen he does sell is less than 
that which he paid, perhaps long 
ago. 
And since margins are now set 
, at 90 per cent--meaning only IO 
per cent of the buying price can 
Pe on the cuff—not many stock­ 
holders can be sold out by a 
break such as the one last Thurs- 
! day and early Friday. 
The answer then to whether it’s 
really the start, or the confirma­ 
tion of a bear market probably 
is; It’s too early yet to tell. An 
overdue correction in stock prices 
can be short lived and more bene- 


i ficial than not in the long run.

In the past. Goddard said, most 
of the d a m s built in Pennsylvania 
have been designed for only one 
purpose, such as flood control. 
Now, he said, the use of m ulti­ 
purpose dam s is becoming essen­ 
tial due to the pressure of growth 
and development. 
“ We have got to m ake the most 
of each dam site we have.” 
A reservoir on the east branch 
o, 
Brandywine 
Creek 
north of 
Downingtown was cited by God­ 
dard as a good exam ple of multi­ 
purpose dams. 
The reservoir will have a per­ 
m anent 100-acre pool to augm ent 
the creek during tim es of low 
flow, storage for a water supply 
for West Chester and space for 
flood control water. It also is de­ 
signed for minimum variation of 
level to allow recreational uses.

LABOR PICTURE

HOLLYWOOD

kind of a union is the Screen Ac­ 
tors Guild, which challenged the 
big studios to a showdown over 
a new contract? 
The same as any other in some 
respects—proud of its members’ 
contribution 
to 
industry 
and 
I jealous of their rights. But there 
‘are other factors that make the 
Guild unique in American labor: 


I 
The members are the biggest 
collection of famous people of any 
organization in the world. 


Wide Pay Rang* 


One hundred of the members 
earn over $100,000 a year. 
But 69 I per cent of the mem­ 
bership makes less than $4 000 
from movie work. 


Every big star in films to a 
member of SAG. The Guild has 
operated a closed shop in Holly­ 
wood movies, and it made the 
sam e arrangement when TV films 
started being made after the war. 
When did movie actors decide 
they needed a union? 


Born In Depression 


It started back in the depres­ 
sion days, when the film industry 
was struck with economic prob­ 
lems. Salaries were being slashed. 
Actors often worked all day and 
far 
into the night, 
with meal 
periods at the director’s whim. 
They drew no overtime, no extra 
payment for Sunday and holiday 
work Half the actors earned less 
than $2,000 a year. 


In the fateful month that Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt was inaugurated 
as president, the producers or* 
dered a 50 per cent pay cut for 
contract actors, 20 per cent for 
free-lances. That’s when actors 
decided to organize. 
14,000 M embers 
Six of them met at the home 
of Kenneth Thomson, who is still 
an SAG officer. The Screen Ac­ 
tors Guild was horn, incorporated 
in Sacramento and held its or­ 
ganization meeting July 12. 1933. 
The Guild affiliated with the 
AFL in 1935 and in 1937 held a 
mass meeting to ask for a strike 
in order to win a contract with 
the studios. The response: 98 per 
cent yes. The studios gave in. 
Today, 
the 
Guild 
numbers 
14,000 members, about 3,000 of 
them in New York.
